Speculation 
Against U.S. 
Dollar Fades 


WASHINGTON (AP)-President 


Kennedy said today that specula- 
tion against the dollar has lost its 
allure and no extreme or restric- 
tive measures are needed to cope 
with the problems remaining1. 


However, Kennedy did not plug 


for the status quo in international 
currency arrangements. He said 
the United States will always be 
receptive to suggestions for ex- 
panding the arrangements. 


In an address to a joint session 


of leaders of the International 
Monetary Fund and the World 
Bank, Kennedy pushed anew for 
greater progress toward a long- 
standing American goal, that of 
getting other prosperous free na- 
tions to bear a greater share of 
the burden in financing underde- 
veloped countries. 


The President said that the Unit- 


ed States has 
willingly borne 


more 
burdens than any other 


country 
as 
possessor 
of 
the 


world's most important currency 
and chief banker for international 
trade. 


"But we cannot and should not 


bear them all alone," he said. "I 
know that other countries do not 
expect us to bear indefinitely the 
responsibilities of maintaining an 
international currency and, in ad- 
dition, a disproportionate share of 
the costs of defending the free 
world and fostering social and eco- 
nomic progress in the less-devel- 
oped parts of the world."

Compromise 
Farm Bill 
Barely Passes 


WASHINGTON (A: )-By a cliff-, 


hanger vote of 202-197, the House 
passed today a compromise farm 
bill that included some of the pro- 
visions the Kennedy administra- 
tion wanted. 


The compromise 
bill, worked 


out by a Senate-House conference, 
still must be approved by the Sen- 
ate. That approval is virtually 
certain.

Before passing the compromise 


measure, the House defeated by a 
vote of 15 to 104 a Republican at- 
tempt to send it back to confer- 
ence. That vote closely followed 
party lines. 


The defeated Republican motion 


would have instructed the Senate- 
House conferees to return a bill 
that amounted to a straight ex- 
tension of present one-year emer- 
gency wheat and feed grain pro- 
grams.

The bill contains a provision 


that in 1964 thei secretary oi Agri- 
culture can set price supports for 
some crops at a level designed 
to,prevent further increase of gov- 
ernment-owned surplus stocks.

50 per cent of parity or 80 cents 
a bushel for corn, which they'said 
was a1 ruinous level for farmers.

2 Republicans voted for the bill, 
while 37 Democrats and 10 Re- 
publicans voted against. 


One controversial section in the 


bill provides for direct payment 
to farmers in grain from govern- 
ment surplus stores as part of 
their price supports.

Tariff Walls

Looming large is in- 
creasing competition from foreign 
steel mills. Hurting for several 
ears has been the growing inroad 


of other materials into steel's old 
markets. And all of these have 
been compounded by an inventory 
glut in the hands of steel's cus- 
;omers, now slowly disappearing. 


But over the horizon is still 


another problem—the steel unions 
are beginning to talk about re- 
opening their contracts next year 
to seek a wage increase. 


The woes of the industry are 


real enough. But there are signs 
that the steelmen are doing some- 
thing about it. For several years 
the drive was to increase ingot 
production. Now the emphasis is 
on technology to produce steel 
more cheaply and on marketing- 
creating new uses, recapturing old 
customers.

Dish Pie, but with a most unusual crust. Serve it with a Take-
